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H.R. 673
Cocopah Lands Act

As ordered reported by the House Committee on Natural Resources on July 18, 2007

CBO estimates that enacting H.R. 673 would have no significant impact on the federal
budget.  H.R. 673 contains no intergovernmental or private-sector mandates as defined in the
Unfunded Mandates Reform Act.  It would impose no significant costs on state, local, or
tribal governments and would benefit the Cocopah Indian Tribe.

H.R. 673 would authorize the Secretary of the Interior to take lands in Yuma County,
Arizona, to hold in trust as part of the reservation of the Cocopah Indian Tribe.  The land
consists of seven parcels contiguous to the existing reservation lands that have been acquired
by the tribe over the past two decades.  Enacting this legislation would not affect direct
spending or revenues.
